Huntingdon, the 
point towards which yesterday'd 
di^ patch "informs us a largo Feman 
force was marching, is aboui s.3veaty 
ifliles west of wl>ere ibe 5rat party cros-ed, 
and about foriy-five miles west of iho 
City ol Montreal. Like Pigson Hill, 
it is quite near to the international 
boundary line. It will be iHcresting 
to learn tbe resaltof tbe movement ou 
Huntingdon . One cannot but regret, 
however, that ihene engugements lake 
j,laco so cloi« to tbe boundary lino, as 
the Petiians, being ior the moat part 
good ruiiuors, the Canadians have not 
a fair opportooitf.
